I have a chance to pick up a URM-25D that is advertised to be in FB 
shape. When I listen to the CW output signal on the lower bands (under 
3 MHz) the signal sounds like an actual CW carrier with very slight 
modulation. On the higher bands, particularly 30MHz or so, less at 
14MHz, the CW signal has a rough note, a lot like my old 1960'ish Heath 
Signal generator. And come to think of it, the old EICO grid dip meter I 
built when I was a mere lad. Should the URM-25 sound clean and pure at 
it's higher ranges, or is this rough signal the 1950's standard? And, 
if not, is there any ready cure? - All advice will be carefully 
considered.

The stuff I have is MTS2000 manufactured by 
ROCOL, Ltd. in England. I've found it is very excellent for a 


lot of 
applications where there is an elevated temperature. I've 
also use dry Molycoat powder in some applications and applied it 
with a "carrier" which gets it in the crevices and eventually 
evaporates. (WD-40/Molycoat mix, similar to "Dri-Slide") 

I've never tried it on dynamotor bearings, but suspect it 
would be 
good for that application. Comments anyone?

Soldered in substitutes for the missing cartridge resistors (easily 
removed in case I find the originals). Deoxed the intermittent monitor 
and power switches and the other controls for good measure. Added a 
three-wire power cord. Connected the isolation transformer and slowly 
upped the variac. No excessive current draw. Heard static noise from 
the speaker with the variac half way. Heard broadcast band stations 
shortly afterwards. Slowly upped it to full voltage and was pleasantly 
surprised by a relatively sensitive receiver! Had a foot-long clip 
lead for an antenna and heard lots of short wave broadcasters with 
enough AVC to close the tuning eye. The BFO is a bit weak. Did not 
plug it directly into non-isolated AC since my outside shop is ona 
GFCI. (Kills shack power if there is leakage to the safety ground.) 
Will try that in daylight. 


Thanks to Jack KOEWU, who confirmed the values of the missing 
resistors. And thanks to Tom N5AMA for the promise of a copy 
schematic which will help me restore the original antenna connections 
and determine exactly how the power and the chassis meet in this AC-DC 
set. Both the cap with one end in the air and the loose wire worked 
fine as antenna connect points. Was this designed for a balanced line 
as well as coax?

The BC-14A is a crystal-detector wireless receiver. It is a French 
design produced for the U.S. Army by Liberty Electric and by DeForest. 
My Liberty is contract-dated July 1918. I have read that it was used 
for receiving communications from artillery spotting aircraft in World 
War I. Just imagine using this in a trench listening to Morse Code 
coming from a spark transmitter aboard a World War I bi-plane flying 
over the battle field! 


If you find an owner's manual, let me know! I've never seen the 
manual, so I'd love to have a copy. The paper schematic with some 
instructions is glued to the inside of the lid. It has a 
battery-powered buzzer to enable the operator to find a sensitive spot 
on the galena crystal. There is a page with a description and a photo 
in an early 1920s Army book. I photocopied the page but don't have it 
handy.
